“83A. (1) Government shall, as early as possible Implements- 
after the presentation of the report of the Esti- tion of th® 
mates Committee, furnish the Committee, in 
the first instance, with a statement showing by the Estl- 
action taken on the recommendations contained mates Com- 
in the report. The statement shall contain the mittee- 
views of Government on all the recommen¬ 
dations including those which are accepted by 
Government. 


(2) As early as possible after the receipt of 
the replies, the Committee shall consider mem 
and finalise their views as to whether the re¬ 
plies are acceptable to them or not. In res¬ 
pect of the replies to recommendations which 
are not accepted by government, the Com¬ 
mittee may express their own views, in case 
they do not accept the replies of Government. 
Thereafter, the Committee shall lay a state¬ 
ment on the Table of the House in order to 
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inform the "House of the action taken on the 
original recommendations made by the Com¬ 
mittee: The statement 3 kall consist of three 
parts as fcdl'otvsc'— 

Part I—ShoWihg the recommendations accepted 
by Government; 

Part If—Showing the replies of Government 
which, though differing from the recommen¬ 
dations, have been accepted by the Com¬ 
mittee; and 


Part III—Showing the cases where the Com¬ 
mittee’s recommendations are not acceptable 
to the Government and the replies of the 
Government are, also not acceptable to the 
Committee."
